Although Mattapoisett's Evelyn Pursley is 
certainly well-known around town, many of her impor- 
tant accomplishments are not. This 83-year-old Navy 
Veteran of World War II and the Korean War was the first 
and only woman of the Florence Eastman Post 280 
American Legion who served as Legion Commander. A 
tireless fighter who was diagnosed with pancreatic cancer 
in 1978, she was also able to beat the odds and survive the 
disease and later went on to serve as a Hospice Volunteer. 

Over the years, Ms. Pursley has been a strong 
supporter and advocate for elders in the tri-town area and 
throughout Massachusetts, including her valiant work 
with Coastline Elderly Services, Inc., for which she served 
for over 15 years — four as the agency's president. She 
has also served as Chairman for the Advisory Council, 
Chairman and member of the New England Coalition of 
State Councils on Aging (COA), and a member of the 
Silver-Haired Legislative Committee. 

In 1998, Ms. Pursley was asked by Governor-Elect 
Paul Cellucci to serve on one of his transition teams where 
her focus was on Health Maintenance Organization 
(HMO) and their future in the Commonwealth. A member 
of the School Council at Center School, where she orga- 
nizes local history programs, Ms. Pursley has also been

"Basically, we wanted to know what's going on/' 
Mr. Jones said. ''We had sort of a verbal agreement 
between (Town Counsel Blair) Bailey and (Town Adminis- 
trator James) Huntoon that we would be kept abreast of 
this matter. We're kind of in a fog about what's going on, 
that's one of the reasons we wanted to meet with the 
Selectmen." 

"Seeing that this matter is in litigation, we have to 
be careful about what we discuss," Chairman Laboa said. 
"Obviously the lawyers have been talking and they came 
to some type of agreement." 

Chairman Laboa said the town is hoping to get 
this "off its plate," and they are therefore working toward 
a settlement so it doesn't drag on and on and incur 
additional legal expense. 

"We try to settle whenever we can and not let it 
languish out there and let the lawyers make all the 
money," Mr. Laboa said. "This is between Mr. Amaral and 
the town ... you're not a party to this litigation." 

"How come this isn't being settled in court?" Mr. 
Jones asked. "Talking to four different attorneys, they 
seem to say the (town's zoning) by-law does not allow 
this type of business in town. Judge (Chris) Byron said it 
was his interpretation that the by-law does not allow this 
type of business. The road, by state statute, which Mr. 
Amaral built, is what allows the use of the property."

law and felt the only way to settle it, once and for all, was 
to have a judgment rendered in a court of law. 

"I understand what you're saying,'' Chairman 
Laboa said. "But the litigation is between the town and 
Mr. Amaral. You are, obviously, involved as concerned 
citizens." 

'This is not an issue between neighbors, like 
some people seem to think it is," Mr. Jones corrected.

"Unless you want to become a party to litigation, 
we can't really discuss litigation/' Chairman Laboa said. 
"If you want to put some of your concerns in writing, 
we'll get them to Town Counsel. If Town Counsel knows 
the legality of all the issues, he can address them."

on the upcoming Annual Town Meeting warrant. The first 
was the FinCom's recommended "dual cost of living 
figure/' according to Chairman Laboa. 

'T saw what you sent to me as far as the figures, 
but my problem right now is the dual cost of living rate,'' 
he said. 

"We've talked about this for at least two months, 
so it does create a cumbersome situation," said FinCom 
Chairman Michael Costa. "The FinCom looks at 'cost of 
living' as 'cost of living.' What's the inflation rate? I read 
the police and teachers contracts, which are based on 
negotiations, not statistics. I think our recommendation is, 
if this is a cost of living increase, it should be in the two- 
percent range." 

"I think everyone realizes that being in a union 
isn't necessarily a bad thing," Selectman Nunes said. "If 
you have good negotiators, you can get pretty good 
raises. Out of the three towns, our Town Hall employees 
are non-union. I just look at it as more of a good-faith 
gesture to give them a three percent (cost of living) 
increase."

"Would you say that the contract increases are in- 
line with a three-percent cost-of-living increase for town 
employees?'' Chairman Laboa asked. "It looked like it 
would be consistent with what town employees get. To 
take a group of employees and carve that group out to say 
we're going to adjust what everyone else gets in town 
(based on their pay raise) ... doesn't make sense." 

"I understand the equity situation, but I'm 
looking at our fiduciary responsibilities," Mr. Costa said. 
"We just don't have the sources of revenue to support that 
and fix the roads, pay for schools, and the like." 

The other issue Chairman Laboa discussed was a 
requested increase in hours for dispatchers at the Com- 
munications Department; and Mr. Costa asked about a 
request to fund a used replacement ladder truck for the 
Fire Department. 

"My concern is we keep adding equipment," Mr. 
Costa said. "We seem to have vehicles that crop up (each 
year). If you can pick up a vehicle of good quality, fine. 
But now we've got two ladder trucks and last year's 
justification for picking up a new ladder truck was to 
keep one for parts." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:30 pm.

Then and Now

Now ... The Town Meeting of May 10/11 this year 
experienced a great deal of town-wide interest. So much 
so the moderator found it necessary to have an overflow 
of voters sit in the (ORR) gymnasium. A former town 
moderator, Donald J. Fleming, served as moderator with 
the overflow in the gym. 

This action was not new to Mr. Fleming because 
when he was the presiding moderator on April 4, 1972 a

state's portion of school building projects and will pro- 
vide communities with cash for the state's share of 
reimbursable school construction costs — alleviating the 
need for the entire project to be financed at the local level. 
In the future, communities will finance only their own 
portion of these projects. 

"One of the most exciting features of this proposal 
is that, in the long run, the trust will be able to shift school 
funding from dangerous long-term borrowing to a more 
responsible 'pay as you go' system," Representative 
Straus said. "This will create a more sustainable school 
funding model for decades to come." 

"The House adopted a more fiscally responsible 
approach on school construction," Representative Straus 
added. "Unlike the Romney approach, which had pro- 
posed issuing 40-year bonds costing the Commonwealth 
$2.5 billion in increased interest costs, the proposal crafted 
by the Legislature and Treasurer devotes more resources 
to clearing the wait list now so that the program is 
sustainable in the long term." 

Representative Straus explained that while the 
Trust would begin by issuing 25-year debt backed by 
dedicated penny, over time, it would move to paying 
capital costs directly out of the penny from the sales tax. 
The proposal is thus structured to transition into a pro- 
gram that uses 100 percent of the revenues that we collect 
for capital construction of school projects.

More Ogre

Shrekl. With the voices of Mike Myers and Eddie Murphy. 
Directed by Andrew Adamson, Kelly Asbury, and Conrad 
Vernon. Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Three summers ago, I scolded the original Shrek (which did 
quite well despite my qualms) for devoting itself more to lam- 
pooning fairy tales than to being its own tale. Mighty must be the 
power I wield over the DreamWorks creative team, because the 
sequel pretty much leaves fairy tales off its radar. Shrek 2, which 
I found immeasurably more entertaining than its parent, gets its 
laughs from character comedy and reserves its few insider digs 
for Hollywood's glitz culture. This one isn't a not-so-covert 
Jeffrey Katzenberg broadside at Disney — it comes from a purer 
place, which I can't believe Fm saying about a megabucks sum- 
mer sequel. 

Here, Shrek (Mike Myers, once again getting his Scot on) and 
Princess Fiona (Cameron Diaz) live happily ever after in the 
swamp, in blissful muddy squalor, until Fiona's royal parents 
(Julie Andrews and John Cleese) beckon her to the kingdom of Far 
Far Away under the pretense of meeting her betrothed. Actually, 
they'd like her to get with Prince Charming (Rupert Everett), an 
oafish, self-smitten "hunk" whose kiss has the power to convert 
her from ogre to human. With the help of his mother the Fairy 
Godmother (Jennifer Saunders, in the movie's most pitch-perfect 
casting). Prince Charming schemes to win Fiona's hand by any 
means necessary. 

Shrek 2 touches on some real stuff: Shrek is content to be his 
ogre-ish self with Fiona until her parents' disapproval enters the 
picture; she wants him to make an effort to join her family. Who 
hasn't had that discussion, green horns or no green horns? The 
King, voiced by Cleese with an effortless mixture of comic disdain 
and royal ineptitude, is actually divided in his feelings about 
Shrek, for reasons we eventually learn, and the Queen receives 
the subtlest character animation, her features showing delicate 
flickers of exasperation or compassion (her expression when she 
first meets Shrek is superb, right up there with Anne Bancroft's 
small facial gymnastics in The Elephant Man upon encountering 
John Merrick). 




Eddie Murphy returns as the comically irritating Donkey, 
and one's misgivings about a black actor "playing" a dimwitted 
loudmouth sidekick are quickly overruled by the obvious relish 
Murphy takes in the role. Donkey, too, acquires shadings of 
jealousy when Shrek gets a new sidekick — Puss in Boots (Anto- 
nio Banderas delivering a timely reminder that he can be funny 
as hell), a feared cat assassin originally hired to do away with 
Shrek. Puss is deadly with a sword, even more so with the 
Margaret Keane eyes he deploys on special occasions. He's the 
movie's secret weapon, scoring every time. The team of three 
writers and three directors have a lighter touch with parody this 
time out, managing to twit The Lord of the Rings, From Here to 
Eternity, Frankenstein, Peter Pan, and Spider-Man practically be- 
fore we've even sat down. 

Shrek 2 is, dare I say, more hip than the original without 
particularly trying to be, which I felt was the first movie's prob- 
lem: Either you are or you aren't. That movie had John Lithgow 
in fine hammy fettle, but this one has songs by Nick Cave and Tom 
Waits, and unites Brit-humor behemoths Cleese and Saunders for 
what I believe is the first time. I can forgive the Joan Rivers cameo, 
and the overbearing cheesiness of the "Livin' la Vida Loca" finale 
(so five years ago), and the ubiquity of Shrek's grinning mug on 
every food product Fve seen in the supermarket for the past 
month. The first Shrek didn't do proper justice to William Steig's 
idiosyncratic book, but this loose-limbed and slyly funny sequel, 
which has as little to do with Steig as its predecessor did, might 
have pleased him.

West. In Massachusetts, deer ticks are found everywhere, 
but especially in coastal areas, the islands and the Con- 
necticut River Valley The disease is most likely to be 
spread between late May and early autumn, when ticks 
are most active. 

How is Lyme disease spread? 

Deer ticks cling to plants near the ground in 
brushy, wooded, or grassy places. The ticks, which cannot 
jump or fly, climb onto animals and people who brush 
against the plants. Very young ticks, called larvae, which 
are no bigger than the period at the end of a sentence, 
pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease by biting 
infected animals, such as field mice. 

Slightly older ticks, called nymphs, which are the 
size of a poppy seed, are the stage most likely to bite and 
infect humans. Adult deer ticks can also transmit the 
disease, but they are not as great a risk as nymphs because 
the adults are less likely to bite humans and they are 
easier to see and remove. 

Ticks live for two years and can infect wild and 
domestic animals as well as people. Not all ticks carry

Lyme disease, and even being bitten by a deer tick does 
not mean that you will always get the disease. The tick 
must usually be attached for at least 24 hours to pass on 
the bacteria, so removing the tick promptly will greatly 
decrease your chances of being infected. 

What are the symptoms of Lyme disease? 

Early stage (days to weeks): An early symptom of 
Lyme disease is usually, but not always, a rash where the 
tick was attached. The rash appears from three days to a 
month after the bite. It often starts as a small red area then 
spreads, clearing up in the center so it looks like a donut. 
However, the rash may not always appear like this. Flu- 
like symptoms, such as fever, headache, stiff neck, sore 
and aching muscles and joints, fatigue and swollen

glands, are also common in the early stages of Lyme 
disease. 

These early symptoms often go away by them- 
selves after a few weeks, but the person may remain 
infected. Without medical treatment, about half the 
infected people will get the rash again in other places on 
their bodies, and many will experience more serious 
problems. Early treatment with antibiotics clears up the 
rash within days and usually prevents later problems. 

Later stages (months to years): Three major organ 
systems — the joints, nervous system and heart — can be 
affected. People with Lyme disease can develop late-stage 
symptoms even if they never had the donut-shaped rash. 
About 60 percent of people with untreated Lyme disease 
get arthritis in their large joints, usually knees, elbows and 
wrists. The arthritis can move from joint to joint and 
become chronic. About 10 to 20 percent of people who 
don't get treatment develop nervous system problems. 

The most common problems include meningitis 
(an inflammation of the membranes covering the brain 
and spinal cord), facial weakness (BelLs palsy) or other 
problems with nerves of the head, and weakness or pain 
(or both) in the hands, arms, feet and/ or legs. These 
symptoms can last for months, often shifting between 
mild and severe. The heart beat also can be affected in 
Lyme disease, with slowing down of the heart rate and 
fainting. The effect on the heart can be early or late.
